PRIMARY  MEETING. 
rrtcblicam  caucus  scam  no— fleet  ram 
ctruf. 

The  buaincse  transacted  at  the  two  po¬ 
litical  meetings  of  citixcus  held  week  b 
fore  last  created  no  little  diseatisfaction  at 
the  time,  and  as  the  questions  taised  were 
not  settled,  it  seems  necessary  to  recar  to 
them  again  while  the  circumstances  and 
hairing  of  them  are  fresh  in  tho  public 
mind. . 

In  our  issue  of  the  7th.  inst.  we  think 
we  showed  most  clearly,  in  our  report  of 
the  Primary  Meeting,  that  the  accounts,  of 
tho  town,  as  read  to  tho  meeting,  ifidicat 
a  '  ery  loose  and  unsafe  way  of  keoping  and 
arWounling  for  the  large  sums  of  money 
(over  $80,000)  paid  into  the  hands  of  town 
officers  by  its  citizens  as  tax  payers.  It  al  I 
goea,  in  the  first  Instance,  into  the  Colter 
tor’s  bands,  for  which  he  of  course  gives 
receipts  to  those  who  pay  him.  All 
the  money  ia  iu  his  custody  until  It  U  cal 
lad  for  by  a  warrant  from  tho  Town  Com 
mrttee,  or  from  the  School  trustees,  or 
from  tho  Poor  M  rater,  or.  perhaps,  (for 
do  not  know)  from  the  County  Controller 
or  Chamberlain.  |He  it  not,  as  far  as  we  can 
leam,  accountable  to  any  one  except  the 
citizens  at  their  town  meeting,  and  we  all 
know  that  he  made  no  report  there.  The 
Chairman  of  tlva  Town  Committee  Inform 
ed  us  that  the  Committee  had  no  authority 
over  him  and  that  neither  the  Collector 
accounts  nor  any  other  of  the  accounts 
were  audited 1  The  Poor  account  of  $8,000 
voted  has  been  subject  to  no  super 
vision,  or  counter  check,  it  being  under 
the  sele  control  and  disbursement  of  the 
Overseer  of  the  Poor.  The  Contingent 
Fund  of  $8,500  voted,  has  been  subject  to 
•the  Town  Committee's  disposition  with  no 
counter  check;  The  Road  appropriation 
Of  $10,000  voted,  and  the  Cross-walk'’  ot 
$800,  and  the  Public  Grounds  of  $900, ‘and 
the  Bide. walk  grading  of  $1,580  bare  also 
been  disburse  I  by  tho  Town  Committee 
with  no  counter  cheeks  and  no  explans 
tious  or  detailing  expenditures.  These  arc 
only  a  few  of  th*  accounts,  but  are  they 
not  enough  to  make  good  oar  position  that 
tba  accounts  an*  loosely  kept  f  Wa  do  not 
for  one  moment  Impeach  the  integrity  and 
bonnet  purpose*  of  our  town  officers;  we  have 
no  reason  to  doubt  that,  and  wa  unhesita¬ 
tingly  declare  that  we  believe  them  upright 
aad  hoaorablo,  but  they  are  sot  infallible. 
We  may  reasonably  question,  injmy  cnee, 
thalr  judgment,  their  discretion,  their 
memory.  A  id  If  we  even  had  perfect 
confidence  in  their  superiority  in  all  these 
•vepects,  is  tnst  any  reason  why  we  should 
not  htvs  a  right  and  a  wish  to  know  what 
they  have  done  under  the  trust  reposed  in 
them,  sod  with  the  money  confided  to 
them!

THE  LATE  TOWN  ELECTION. 

Ttloomficld  is  rightly  said  to  lie  “nn  may- 
tfoing  place,"  whatever  that  nisy  menn. 
Her  people  are  not  only  peicefbl  but  they 
dont  like  to  take  aoy  trouble.  They  seem 
predisposed  to  quietude,  and  would  rather 
suffer  wrong  than  to  take  much  trouble  to 
right  themselves ;  they  would  bear  a  good 
deal  of  imposition  rathe*  than  endure  the 
excitement  of  railing  at  it,  or  kttemptiag 
to  put  it  down  Burglaries  rarely  occur 
here;  we  dont  just  know  why,  for  we  are 
sure  very  little  effort  would  be  made  to  re¬ 
cover  the  stolen  property  or  arrest  th*  vil¬ 
lains,  as  it  would  involve  appearance  st 
court  and  considerable  nervous  trepida¬ 
tion. 

We  r peak  of  native  citizens,  who,  being 
largely  in  the  majority,  give  of  course  the 
chunscler  to  the  place.  New  comers  may 
in  time  be  numerous  euou'.'h  to  work 
a  change.  Such  instance*  as  that  of 
Mr.  Broughton1*  tousle  with  •  sneak  thief 
the  other  night— his  seizure  i  f  Ids  heel — 
his  hurdle  race  after  him,  and  hi*  final  e* 
cape  cannot  be  ftequent  here  until  wp  s t 
cure  a  larger  proportion  of  Yankee  nr 
Knickerbocker  blood  and  pluck  in  our 
citizenship. 

These  remarks  are  not  to  be  considered 
ms  disparaging  but  os  explanatory  of  the 
"pithy  which  stays  the  hand  of  progress 
nnd  improvement  and  acquiesces  in  ad¬ 
mitted  wrongs  because  it  coats  some  pains 
ami  trouble  to  establish  the  right.  Our 
reuder*  who  were  aware  of  the  farce  per¬ 
petrated  in  the  canvass  of  votes  at  onr  late 
town  election  will  readily  understand  the 
application  and  fitness  of  the  foregoing  re¬ 
flections. 

Considerable  indignation  was  manifes¬ 
ted  when  the  many  that  felt  an  interest  in- 
th»t  election  discovered  that  in  violation 
of  the  law  the  ballot  box  was  in  the  bands 
of  candidates  for  office;  that  they,  naau- 
tV  rized  by  adequate  appointment  and 
unsworn  to  responsibility,  pat  their  bands 
into  the  box,  drew  oat  and  read  the  bel 
lots  as  they  should  interpret  and  tally  os 
they  should  hear— and  this  continued 
through  six  or  eight  weary  hoars. 

Who  should  doubt  that  our  virtuous 
community  would  instantly  demand  tliat 
such  sn  election  should  be  set  aside  and  a 
new  election  ordered  I  But  the  little  flurry 
of  dissatisfaction  was  overcome  or  allayed 
by  «  general  feeling  of  unwillingness  to 
take  any  course  that  would  imply  a  doubt 
of  the  aprightima  and  infallibility  of  the 
actors  in  the  three. , 

The  principles  involved  in  this  matter 
arc  too  momentous  and  to  sacred  too  be 
l hus  trifled  with.  We  feel  compelled  to 
record  our  personal  dissent  from  this  dis 
creditable  proceeding.

Besides  for  my  justification  in  appearing 
in  print,  I  must  tell  yea  that  Bloomfield 
is  my  epeeialty.  I  mean  that  it  has  been 

iny  study  for - well  no  mutter  how  many 

years,  lor  I  was  born  here.  It  has  occu 
pied  my  thoughts  and  exercised  my  tongue 
more  than  any  other  town,  and  I  have 
dreamed  of  it  in  my  slumbers  times  with¬ 
out  number.  In  my  regards  of  course  it 
has  the  preference  to  any  other  village,  far 
or  near.  In  my  judgment  too  it  stands  un 
rivalled  in  most  respects  by  other  towns. 

It  ia  not  without  its  history.  8he  points 
with  pride  to  her  revolutionary  names  and 
to  General  Washington’s  sojourn  here 
fhr  a  few  day*  daring  those  time*  that 
tried  meu’.  »<mls.  She  remembers  with 
satisfaction  her  contribution  of  officers  and 
men  who  warred  valiantly  for  our  dearest 
rights  in  the  second  war  with  Great  Bri¬ 
tain.  And  in  the  late  rebellion,  did  any 
other  town  torpsoa  her  in  the  prompt  pa 
triotiam  and  heroic  valor  of  her  son.! 
The  tnnrble  monuments  in  the  cemetery 
hard  by  will  band  their  names  down  to 
posterity. 

Nor  haa  she  any  reason  to  be  ashamed  of 
the  acholaily  minds,  and  professional  men, 
and  successful  merchants,  and  msnufactu- 
icr*  that  hail  from  this  blooming  plain.  ’Of 
it*  educated  and  cultured  society,  which 
will  certainly  compare  with  any  other 
town,  I  count  at  least  forty  that  are  College 
bred.

REFORM  IS  NEEDED  *» 

Editor  or  Satdkdat  Gazkttx. — While 
you,  Mr.  Editor,  with  the  aid  uf  correspon¬ 
dents  and  co-laborer,  are  proclsmlng  the 


name  end  in  view  to  present  one  of  the 
principal  obstacles  to  development  and 
progress  that  ia  hindering  this  town  from 
obtaining  its  proper  status.

There  are  hundred,  at  this  moment  who 
would  like  to  locate  in  such  towns  as 
Bloomfield  and  who  nrc  willing  to  pay  a 
fair  equivalent  for  lots  hut  will  trot  pa; 
the  extravagant  rates  demanded.  Bpccu 
iatinn  has  done  much  to  put  an  imaginary 
value  upon  land,  nud  cause  dealers  to  strive 
to  realize  a  fancy  price,  hut  this  misman¬ 
agement  of  town  affairs  undur  the  form  of 
“Unequal  Taxation”!*  the  stumbling  block 
that  has  done  the  greater  p  irt  ol  the  mi. 
chief  that  has  resulted  in  the  stand  still 
policy  which  governs  so  msny  of  our 
towns.  Why  land  that  is  worth  thou- 
*  tnds  of  dollar,  per  acre  should  be  taxed 
one  eight  of  its  value,  while  a  part  that  is 
sold  for  building  lot*  is  rated  it  one  half,  is 
a  question  that  many  are  asking  jo  the  va¬ 
rious  towns  and  villages  round  about  us. 
People  nrc  Itcgining  to  see  the  injury  this 
one  sided  system  has  brought  in  its  train. 
To  be  sure  these  poor  fellows  who  own 
roni  fifty  to  one-hundred  thoussml  dollm 
worth  of  this  kind  of  property  tell  us  they 
cannot  afford  to  be  taxed  as  others  nrc,  be 
cause  farming  does  not  pty  heavy  divi 
dends,  neither  docs  a  heavy  stock 
goods  in  store  or  manufactory  psy  mucl 
unless  kept  moving,  nor  costly  houses  un 
elegant  furniture  give  large  returns,  yut  the 
assessor  generally  pays  them  hi*  compli 
ment*.  These  gentlemen  also  tel)  a*  thst 
if  they  were  assessed  on  an  equal  footin' 
with  others,  the  taxes  would  cat  them  up 
aa  they  could  only  sell  s  few  lots  *n< 
coulcHiot  find  a  market  for  the  larger  part 
of  their  posse  . -■ion..  When  they  talk 
this  manner,  they  mean  they  could  not  re 
alize  the  fancy  price  they  imagined  their 
land  was  worth  For  the  benefit  of  theso 
parties  it  may  here  l>c  stated  that  In  places 
where  the  system  o!  equal  taxation  is  prar 
tired  no  one  has  yet  been  .wallowed,  but 
a  little  more  anxiety  to  mil  hoe  been  engen 
dertd  nnd  a  healthy  competition  establish¬ 
ed  os  in  ail  other  business  which  hoi  result 
ed  in  benefiting  thn  town*  ana  tkeneelwee 
by  increasing  the  value  of  their  land  fdft 
natural  causes,  as  every  lot  sold  hta  appro 
dated  the  value  of  the  remainder.  Again 
these  parties  say  :  suppose  a  poor  wldir 
ia  left  with  a  large  farm,  with  no  other  in¬ 
come  than  that  derived  from  the  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  the  soil ;  would  It  not  be  hard  to 
exact  the  tall  measure  in  such  cases.  In 
answer  to  this  suppositious  case  it  might 
be  suggested  that  land  within  ten  or  twen¬ 
ty  miles  of  the  metropolis  of  America  and 
situated  near  a  thriving  town  is  too  valua¬ 
ble  to  lie  used  for  lanulng  purpose*  and 
thnt  If  the  poor  widow  ma*t  term  she 
could  exchange  one  mere  of  valuable  land 
for  twenty  that  would  answer  all  the  re- 
quirrment*  of  a  farm  much  better  than  the 
gravelly  toil  of  this  section  of  New  Jersey. 

O  she  could  sell  the  land  and  live  In  com 
lort  on  the  proceed*,  but  the  poor  widow 
wou|d  llko  to  retain  her  hold  upon  tbo 
scree  like  all  th*  other  cormorants  until
